In the early seventies traders from 
the United States had pushed their 
way across the border into what is 
now the province of Alberta, kegs 
of whiskey, their currency, trading it 
with the Indians for skins and pelts 
and horses. The Indians were demor- 
alized and legitimate traders all but 
ruined. Near the present city of Leth- 
bridge the whiskey traders had a ren- 
dezvous which they called Fort 
Whoopup and where they staged

- - “Wonder Grass” 


Just what is ramie? 

The world’s “wonder grass,” with a 
fibre several times as long as that of 
flax. It has been known for thousand3 
of years, but today it is coming into 
the industrial picture. Several times 
as strong as linen, silk or cotton, 


ramie cloth would make clothes that}. 


would wedr for years, according to 
science. 

Here is a description of the plant. 
where it:grows, what it makes, as 
science has studied it. 

In America and some parts of Eur- 
ope it is known as Ramie. In India 
it has been known for centuries ‘as | 
Rhea. In other parts of the Orient, | 
when cultivated and hand cledned, it | 
has been and still is called China 
‘Srass. 

To Canadians and Americans the 
name “grass” seems to misnomer be- 
cause it grows thick with a hard out- 
er covering when dry. A stem of 
Ramie whenever gown, looks more 
like length of cane than of grass. 

But nevertheless scientists and tex- 
tile experts and agriculturists every- 
where in the world now agree in calt- 
ing it ‘the wonder grass.” 


There are a good many reasons. It 
grows almost anywhere under almost 
any conditions. It grows so fast that 
six crops a year are common in many 
parts of the world. On the North 
American continent four crops would 
seem to be the rule. , 

Botanists explain that ramie be- 
longs to the famly Urtica_and the 
subdivision Boehmeria. There are 
many varieties, the two most suitable 
for textile purposes are Boehmeria 
Tenacissima and Boehmeria Nivea. 

The Nivea species is grown mostly 
in China, India and ‘Formosa; the 
Tenacissima in Java, Sumatra, Mal- 
acca, Mexico and other tropical and 
semi-tropical countries. The ramie 
being grown with success on the Pa- 
cific coast of Califcrnia, and in other 
southern states is the Nivea. 

For centuries, by whatever name it 
might be known locally, has been cul- 
tivated for its fibre, but its use has 
been limited because of the difficulty 
of processing by hand. 

Now modern technology has solved 
these difficulties. A machine has been 
devised for decorticating the thick 
grass into its component fibres. A 
method has been devised for degum- 
ming and washing in bulk. Even more 
recently it has been found possible 
and practical to adapt the woollen 
and linen systems of spinning and 
weaving to ramie, so that no special 
machinery is any longer necessary ex- 
cept for the very finest ‘counts’ and 
for these special machinery has been 
devised and is now readily available. 

All this means that predictions of 
some years ago that ramie might 
oust cotton from the textile manu- 
facturing of the world and at the 
same time add immeasurably to the 
practical value of silk and hemp as 
textiles seems certain to be realized in 
the near future. 

Every recent advance in ramie 
treatment indicates that just AS King 
Cotton succeeded Queen Ftex as the 
raiment for the peoples of the world 
so ramie, sometimes called the Chinese 
nettle grass, may take the place of 
cotton and solve the acute world pro- 
blem in the shortage of long-staple 
cotton.

Be- 
cause after de-gumming it will not

Since before the Christian era ramie 
has been used to make yarn and cloth 
in China.

But how to rid the fibre of the heavy 
gum it carried when matured has been 
the problem, now apparently solved 
in every detail.

Of extreme importance in this 
strength is the length of the fibre 
which ranges from 2% to 18 inches, 
much the longest of any other known 
fibe. 

That of flax is from one-sixteenth 
of an inch to 2% inches. 

In elasticity ramie rates 60 to cot- 
ton 100, flax 66, hemp 75. 


USES OF RAMIE 

By itself ramie is a substitute for 
fine linens, damask table cloths and 
napkins, men’s shirts, collars and 
cuffs, etc. 

It blends admirably with silk on 

account of its lustre and already is: 
largely used in France for this pur- 
pose. : 
On account of its long fibre it can 
be used as a substitute for wool, es- 
pecially when it is more like wool than 
any other plant fibre. On account of 
its damp resisting qualities it is par- 
ticularly valuable for blending with 
wool as it imparts non-shrinking qual- 
iby, Sasauesaqace 

For all such purposes it is of addi- 
tional adaptability because its absorb- 
ent qualities make it dye fast and ef- 
fectively, taking all the same dyes as 
cotton. For the same reason it 
washes well. 

Heat resisting qualities makes it 
suitable for engine packings, dyna- 
mos and electric motors. 

Because it does not stretch nor 
shrink it is valuable for braids, lin- 
ings, clothings and underclothing, 
twine and shoe threads. 

Being pure cellulose it makes won- 
derful paper, especially suited for pa- 
per money, bonds, documents, maps, 
and field notes. It is the waste from 
the textile processes that can be used 
for paper making. 

Even plushes and excellent dress 
goods can be made from ramie. 

One of the most curious and uniqu, 
properties of ramie is that when yarns 
or fabrics are wet the strength is in-

als, and it is desirable for surgical 
purposes because of its absorbent 
qualities and freedom from germ 
feeding impurities. : 

Ramie is now being grown on much 
more than an experimental scale In 
California by Mr. DeLape whose home 
is in Asedena. The overage cutting :s 
four crops a years with an average 
yield of 1200 pounds of cleaned fibre 
per acre. A total yield of two tons 
of fibre has been harvested from one 
acre in some places. Crops of 3000 
pounds to the acre are not uncommon. 

At any rate, says Mr. DeLape, ex- | 
perience in California has assured a 
yield per acre of from two to six times 
as great as of cotton in the cotton 
states, and with an annual planting 
and picking to add to the cost. 

The ramie plant is a hardy per- 
renial and can be propogated by seeds. 
rocts or suckers. It usually grows to 
a cut of 6 feet, with about one-third 
of the average crop growing to 7, 8 
or even 9 feet. 

Waste stalks after removing the 
fibre amount to from 12 to 16 tons 
per acre per year, furnishing an ad- 
mirable pulp suitable for paper and 
board, which would greatly conserve 
the forest wealth of the continent 
now so largely used for this purpose.

The pension regulations are to be 
administered by a board of seven 
members, four of whom will repre- 
sent the Company and three represent 
the employees. The Annuity Trust 
Fund of which the Company is Trus- 
tee will be invested in government- 
guaranteed securities. 

The new plan offers the employee 
the choice of three forms of pension, 
two of which will protect his family 
as well as himself. It permits with- 
drawal of annuity contributions, plus 
occrued interest, if employee leaves 
the service before retiring age, and for 
withdrawal under special ‘conditions 
of necessity. It provides for payment 
to. proper persons of accumulated 
contributions toward annuity, plus ac- 
crued interest, in event of employee’s 
death before retiring. 

The minimum pension provided is 
payable to all existing employees who 
joined the service at 50 years and un- 


der and to all new employees aged 45 | 


years or under on joining the service, 
on retirement at 65 years. 

Service rules and regulations under 
\ the new plan are the same as at pre- 
sent. Pensions now being paid are 
not affected and pension rights to date 
of the new plan becoming effective are 
preserved in form of non-contribu- 
tory service pension, payable by the 
Company. 

Upon retirement at 65 years of age 


or service pension and provides an 
annuity based on the total of em- 
ployee’s and Company’s contribution. 

In the case of employees retired on’ 
account of illness between the ageés 
of 60 and 65 years the provision is 
for basic or service pension and an- 
nuity as outlined above. 

In the case of positions which are 
abolished, employees 50 years of age 
and over and with 15 years’ service

Crop Report Shows 
Favorable Conditions 


As a result of frequent rains and 


ideal growing conditions through the | 


month of June in almost all areas of 
the province; the crop situation in 
Alberta can be said at this date to be 
more favorable than has been the 
case for some years. With few ex- 
ceptions, the various districts in the 
province report all crops making 
splendid progress. One of the excep- 
tions is the area most seriously af- 
fected by the May drought, east and 
south of the Goose lake line in the 
south eastern part of the province. 
Stubble crops in this area have no, 
fully recovered as a result of recent 
rains and the loss on these will be 
considerable. In nearly all other dis- 
tricts in the south all crops have made 
Substantial recovery and are making 
rapid progress under ‘he stimulus of 
heavy rains. The total loss from the 
early drought will therefore be com- 
paratively small. The summerfallow 
crops in the south give prospect of 
very good yields. The only other dis- 
cordant note in the chorus of grati- 
fication over greatly improved condi- 
tions comes from a narrow strip of 
territory across the central, portion of 
the province for some miles north of 
the Red Deer river, which strangely 
enough has not shared with other 
nearby districts the heavy rains that 
have fallen during June. In fact, rain 
is quite urgently needed over this 
limited area. In the Peace 
Country rain was wished for until the 
present week, when good showers 
brought needed stimulus to the crop3 
which, however, had not begun to suf- , 
fer to any extent.

How Britain 
| aise

James Wedgwood Drawbell, Editor of the London Sunday Chronicle 


Less than five years ago Britain's 
very existence was threatened. Be- 
cause of our dependence on’ interna- 
tional trade, we were in greater dan- 
ger, even, than during the darkest 
moments of the war. ~A hew and 
zealous nationalism, born of economic 
pressure, was impelling nations to be 
sufficient unto themselves and inde- 
pendent of their neighbors. Every 
such move by other powers was a 
move against Great Britain’s lifeblood. 

But now Britain is emerging from 
the most ruthless trade war in history 
stronger than when she was draggéd 
into it. Stronger? Yes. British work- 
shops actually employ more hands to- 
day than they did in the boom years 
of free trade. Nor have we lost our 
place as a trading nation. Although 
the volume of trade has declined, we 
are still the world’s greatest exporters 
and carriers. And if prosperity re- 
turned to the world tomorrow,’ we 
should be better equipped than any 
; other country to seize the new op- 
portunities. 

How was all] this brought about? It 
has come to pass in less than three 
years—-since the summer of 1931, 
when Viscount (then Mr.) Snowden, 
lina startling speech, made the coun- 
try aware of its peril and called it to 
action. The Government resigned. At 
the subsequent General Election the 
| National Government was swept into 
power on a wave of patriotic enthusi- 
lasm. ‘There had been no such dis- 
|play of national feeling since the end 
,of the war. Flags came out of at- 
tics and were flown in the streets. 
| Cinema and theatre orchestras play- 
ed ‘‘God Save the King.’’ His Majes- 
ty's portrait on the screen brought 
crowds to their feet, cheerng. Bands 
even played “Rule Brtannia’’—an al- 
most forgotten tune. 

That did not last. It never does 
in Britaim But after that one patri- 
otic yell, to remind ourselves and 
|neighbors that we were altogether in 
/ this, we settled down to work. With- 
;out complaint and without high 
sounding talk about the national des- 
; tiny, we went on paying higher taxes 
| than any other people on the face 
| of the earth, and faced without grum- 
bling the prospect of paying even 
more. But to the man in the street, 
the balancing of the Budget was a 
mysterious process, he realized that it 
was something that must be done, 
'and he undertook to do his part. One 
| result, three months after the Gen- 
eral Election, was a-rush to pay in- 
come tax before it was due. 

We abandoned the fiscal system, 
Free Trade and the Gold Standard, 
| under which, in the 19th century, we 
| advanced to the forefront of nations. 
We have learned to use our new tar- 
iffs as weapons in bargaining with 
; foreign countries and as levers in ne- 
| gotiating. Those who predicted an 
{enormous rise in the cost of living as 
la result of tariffs have been made to

look foolish by the actual results. If | 


food prices have risen, the fractional 
‘increase is imperceptible even to the 
| poorest. Clothing prices and rents 
‘have dropped. The fact remains that 


|tariffs have brought no hardship to} 


| British workers, but on the contrary 
{have provided work for many thous- 
|ands who otherwise would have been 
jon the dole. 

The only citizen who has “taken a 
|cut"’ is he who possesses a fixed in- 
come. Here as elsewhere the rentier 
| class has had to revise its notion of 
proper return from ‘‘safe" invest- 
|ments. The five per cent. of boom 
days has gone, and a series of Con- 
version Loans has relieved the tax- 
payer of the great burden of paying 
an uneconomic rate of interest on 
public debt. It is generally agreed 
that the conversion of our five per 
cent Government loans to 3!2 per 


ancial transactions ever attempted by 
any government. By the conversion 
of £2,000,000,000 of five per cent. War 
Loan bonds alone, we saved annually 
some £23,000,000. 

| It was recently stated in court that 
|/more than 90 per cent. of the goods 
| on sale in British chain stores, sim-

said three or four years ago, before

Four years ago there were more 
foreign cars than British on our 
streets. Today foreign cars are rare. 
It is no longer “posh” or ‘swell’ to 
own one. British manufacturers, in- 
stead of taking advantage of the high 
duties to raise prices, have actually 
lowered them, and the British motor 
car is better money’s worth today' 
than ever before. In a similar man- 
ner we have ousted foreign radio sets, ' 
electrical goods, and other products: 
that threatened to swamp our indus- | 
tries. Retail 
booming recently. More people are 
buying British-made gloves, clocks, | 
hosiery and vacuum sweepers, even! 
though these could be imported, duty | 
and carriage paid, at the same or, 
lower cost. | 


Accompanying and supporting this! 
mass effort, the Government hag car-' 
ried out widespread schemes of re- 
organization in all the great indus- 
tries, notably in agricul.ure,,which 
we are always surprised to find is still 
our principal industry. Production of 
wheat, milk, pigs, and other commo- 
dities has been put into the hands 
of various boards answerable to the 
government, and marketing is so con- 
trolled as to ensure fair prices to pro- 


and distribution of coal, too, are sim- 
ilarly controlled. Just as in America 
under the NRA, wasteful methods of 
cutthroat competition have been a- 
bolished in industry at large, by codes 
and price-fixing arrangements. 

We have unemployment. Mr. Mac- 
Donald is reconciled to the prospect 
of our always having about 2,000,000 
idle would-be workers to keep. But 
700,000 who were idle a year ago are 
working in industry today, and this 


means a great saving to the country 
in lessening the ‘drain of the dole.” 

I use the word ‘dole’? not in any! 
derogatory sense. It is no more char- 
ity than any other insurance benefit 
paid at maturity is charity. Before 
and du ing the war, the Unemploy- 
me und was self supporting and 
a .uc.rially sound; now it is not, and 
i..e Chancellor has to provide for it 
i each budget. In the last 12 months 
tne cost to the nation has been about 
£85,000,000, which is greater than the 
national cost of education. But as a 
result of it nobody needs to starve. 

For the mass of us the standard of 
living is higher than before the de- 
| pression. There are more luxuries in 
our homes; we are buying more and 
better food and clothing. Our houses, 
especially those of the working 
| people, are roomier and better built. 
|; There are at least three times as 
many bathrooms in England today 
as there were five years ago. 

I do not lose sight of the stagnant, 
grass-grown shipyards of Newcastle 
jand Belfast, or of the Lancashire 
|looms made idle by Japanese compe- 
tition; but our gains outweigh our 
losses. Meanwhile our exports rise, 
and unemployment drops. Our un- 
|employment is still formidable? Yes, 
but not alarming. In fact, it is hard 
;to think of anything that could alarm 
us now.
